60 Years of Radio Communications

Following a long and valiant battle with cancer Les died 
quietly, in his sleep, early Saturday March 7", 1993. 

Les’s radio interests spanned over 60 years and 
started in the late ’20’s when he joined the Signal Corps, a 
division of the Lake Superior Regiment, later to be known as 
the 10" Divisional Signals, with headquarters in Winnipeg. 
Employing the many varied forms of signalling such as: lamp, 
flag, heliograph, and sounder (buzzer); his proficiency in 
Morse Code soon became apparent. ‘The Corps, then located 
in the old Fort William Armoury on Simpson St. was later 
moved to the Prince of Wales Arena on Syndicate Ave., the 
present site of the old Post Office building. 

Local interest in Amateur Radio was increasing in 
those years. Les quickly passed the required written, oral and 
10 wpm code tests. He was licensed as VE3GB on June 30", 
1930. His activities in the Signal Corps continued and as a 
wireless Gperator, he was soon manning the communications 
station in the Port Arthur Armoury on Park Street. Here he 
passed military traffic between Winnipeg and Camp Borden. 

In the early ’30s, he was employed as a radio 
operator by the Department of Lands and Forests. In the 
summer months he operated at various outposts such as 
Macdiarmid, Obonga Lake and Pickle Crow. It was also 
during this period that Les met with other local amateurs to 
officially form the Canadian Lakehead Wireless 
Lixperimenters which eventually became the Lakehead 
Amateur Radio Club. 

In order to further improve his radio operating and 
communications skills, Les graduated from the Radio College 
of Canada, in ‘Toronto. Ile earned his Second Class 
Operators Certificate which then qualified him as an operator 
on both coast or ship stations. One such relief job was the 
government coast station VBA operated by Marconi on 
North High St. We were privileged to read, in earlier 1li-Q 
issues, of some of his maritime travels aboard the tug James 
Whalen and the bulk freight steamer S.S. Bayton. Many 


ships at this time were still using spark gap transmitters and 
the operators were always called by the nickname Sparks. 

Another fledgling service beckoned to him; in 1938 
he joined the Department of Transport Air Services Branch. 
Ile attended meteorological training in Winnipeg in 
preparation for duty with Aeradio airport operations. 
Following the course he was assigned to the Broadview 
Saskatchewan airport. It was here he met and married 
Agnes, his wife of fifty-four years. 

After another airport assignmentin Regina, Les was 
transferred, in 1944 to the Fort William airport as radio 
operator. In 1956 Les became the Officer in Charge of the 
Armstrong Acradio Station wherche remained for about one 
year. In 1957 he accepted a position as a Radio Inspector in 
Port Arthur, a position he held until his retirement in 1967. 

Les renewed his interest in amateur radio following 
his return to Fort William and Port Arthur by applying for a 
new station licence, he then received the call VEZ3AYZ. Ile 
was one of the founding members of the Lakehead Amateur 
Radio Club and served two terms as President, first in 1968 
and againin 1970. Les was also the Emergency Co-ordinator 
for many years. In recognition of his dedication to amatcur 
radio, in 1969 Les was honoured with a Life Membership by 
the Lakehead Amateur Radio Club. Les was also a recipient 
of a Life Membership in the Seniors Amateur Radio Club. 

Always ready to assist others, Les was a long time 
member of the Lakehead Search and Rescue Unit. He was 
actively involved with the Anglican Church Mission to 
Seamen. Les also found time to enjoy other hobbies and 
clubs such as the stamp club, the camera club and a 
badminton club. Ile was also a member of the Canadian 
Society of Mayflower Descendants. On the wall of his shack 
there is a tapestry depicting the landing of the Pilgrims. 

Les touched the hearts of so many people during his 
stay with us, he will be missed by many friends and fellow 
hams, especially those of us in the Seniors Amateur Radio 
Club.

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Ham operators keep their 
code of honour

as reported in the Globe and Mail March 2, 1993. 


<7, ROM a cramped, smoky Belgrade room, a dozen ham radio operators keep 
#) alive lifelines and bring a little peace of mind to people stranded on either side 
‘ of the front in the Bosnian civil war. 


"Let’s go buddy," the voice said. 

"O.K., Arci, let’s go," answered Karlo, 
an operator in Belgrade, the Capital of 
Serbia and of the remnant of Yugoslavia. 

After a few seconds of electronic 
fiddling, telephones on both ends were 
patched through the radios. Amer, a 
Sarajevo Muslim, was on the line with a 
friend of his girlfriend, a Serb from Sarajevo 
who is now in Belgrade. 

"Does Vesna still love me?" Amer asked in a trembling whisper. 

"Of course she does, don’t worry," came the reply. 

A few words more, greetings to friends, and then it was time for the next call. 

The operators work all day, with connections to almost all big towns in Bosnia, 
Belgrade operator Ivan Todorovic said. All lines are open for Sarajevo every day from 
3 to 6 p.m. 

Despite the war, there is no interference from governments. Sometimes the Sarajevo 
operators sign off briefly while they transmit military messages. 

The most frequent visitors to the Belgrade studio are women refugees. About 60 per 
cent of the visitors are Muslims. 


BOSNIA /. Sometimes the news is 
good, other times it is sad.

Hi-Qis published ten months of the year by the Lakehead Amateur Radio Ciub (LARC) Inc., an Ontario 
registered, non-profit corporation. Contributions related to amateur radio and in particular, articles of 
interest to Northwestern Ontario amateurs are encouraged any time, Send your articles direct to the 
editor, Jim O'Brien, VE3UA at 737 South Norah Street, Thunder Bay ON P7E 1P6. Dated 
announcements etc. should be received by the editor no later than ten days prior to the first day of 
the month in which the notice is to appear. Submissions for publication may be in any format 
however; a 31% inch floppy disk and WordPerfect® are preferred (the disk will be returned). Material 
in HI-Q may be copled for non-profit use by the amateur radio community provided credit is given to 
the author and source(s). 

Hi-Q is distributed to all LARC members, except that only one copy is issued to each 
address. 

LARC: membership fees, determined annually, are set for 1993, as follows: 
Regular — $30.00, Associate —- $20.00, Associate (attending Ham classes) — $80.00, Student 
(attending school full time) — $15.00; and Family — $30.00 plus $10.00 for each additional member 
of the family at the same address. 

The club call is VESFW in honour of our founding president Pat O'Shea. The LARC owns 
and operates two VHF repeaters, VESTBR on 146.82 MHz (-) located atop St. Joseph's Heritage and 
VESYQT on 147.06 MHz (+) located on Mount Baldy. The club mail address is; Lakehead Amateur 
Radio Club, P.O. Box 2571, Thunder Bay ON P7B 5G1, 
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The ham operators ask for a small amount of money,the 
equivalent of two packs of cigarettes to pay for the 
telephone time. Their labour is given for free. 

Ham operators have a code of honour, Mr. Todorovic 
said, 

"If we meet on a battlefield, we will fight each other; if 
we meet in a bar we will get drunk together. Here on the 
frequencies, we behave like nothing has changed." 

Ham radio has been vital for passing information around 
the country, including word of the suffering in eastern Bosnia 
that American airdrops are intended to alleviate. 

Sarajevo, the capital of embattled Bosnia-[lerzegovina, 
has been mostly cut off from the rest of the world since the 
Serb minority in Bosnia took up arms a year ago in reaction 
to the vote by Muslims and Croats for independence from 
Yugoslavia. 

In Sarajevo, people line up on Saturday for 
appointments to use the radio. Sometimes the news is bad. 

"A woman fainted next to me when she finished the 
conversation,” Mr. Todorovic said. "Her close relative had 
been killed". 

But he also remembers some happy events. 

‘Two Muslims, Reuf and Amra, decided over the radio 
to get married. 

"He was in Sarajevo and she was here," Mr. Todorovic 
recalled. "Ile proposed and she said yes. I remember Arci 
said that Reuf went mad with happiness and couldn’t utter a 
word." 

After that, Reuf and Amra talked almost every night. 
He managed to leave Sarajevo, came to Serbia, and they were 
married. 


IRKVTSK

The Irkutsk fund is at $2500.00 as of March 23, 1993 leaving 
us short of our goal of at least $3000.00. We mailed out over 
210 letters and have had a 20% rate of return. We have 
been fortunate that where they could, some have contributed 
generously. ‘They have certainly helped to bring our total up. 
If you have not sent your donation in please do it now. 

Plans for the trip are progressing. Jim and I have 
received invitations from the Irkutsk Radio Club to attend a 
meeting and seminar for Amateur Radio in Irkutsk when we 
are there in June. Documents will be exchanged for the 
twinning of the two radio clubs. We have sent for visa 
applications from the Russian Consulate in Ottawa and 
hopefully they will have arrived by the time you read this. 

We have not purchased any equipment, except for an 
IBM compatible 8088 35 LB portable (HI HI) computer. We 
will try to make our purchases prior to April 15. We will 
have to arrange for a contact in Moscow to do the paper 
work for the importation of the radio equipment. According 
to some of the US amateurs who have taken over radio gear 
it is the easiest way to clear it. We are now planning to 


purchase a TNC so we can get the Irkutsk club station on 
Packet. 

As of March 23, 1993 we have not heard from the 
Government on our request for possible assistance. MP Joe 
Comuzzi sent a letter to External Affairs on the club’s behalf. 
We thought they might be interested in helping out with this 
venture. We are still waiting. The Department of 
Communications advises they gave a letter to the Russian 
Government in May of 1992 requesting reciprocal licensing. 
They have not had a reply. Serge UAOSR has asked the Vice 
President of the Sovict Radio Federation to check on 
progress. 

Serge’s friend Vasili UAOSN has proposed the two clubs 
look at setting up a Lake Baikal - Lake Superior award to be 
issued mutually by the two clubs. This award could be 
expanded to a Lakes of the World award in the future. 

There is a bit of political turmoil in Russia at this time. 
We trust it will settle down to allow us to complete this trip.
